This is 
specifically that on ^H^tH^2013 you deployed fishing gear within the boundary of the 
South Arran Marin ^Protected Area (MPA) as defined in Schedule 2 of the South Arran 
Marine Conservation Order 2015, in breach of Article 4(5) of the aforementioned Order. 

A summary of the relevant sections of the order are attached as an annex. However for 
clarity, Article 4(5) of The South Arran Marine Conversation Order States: 

"Prohibited and regulated activities 

4 . (5) A person must not deploy (by any means) or use any passive gear within those parts of 
the protected area which are described in Schedule 2. 

In order to comply with the relevant regulatory requirements while fishing in EC waters you 
must not deploy any fishing gear as defined above within the area as defined in schedule 2 
of the South Arran Marine Conservation Order 2015. 

Although there is sufficient evidence to provide a realistic prospect of a conviction, on this 
occasion the submission of a report to the Procurator Fiscal is not considered to be 
necessary in the public interest- 
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A record of this incident along with your personal details will be kept on file and should you 
commit a further analogous offence within a 2 year period from the date of this letter, a 
reference to this matter will be included in any report submitted to the Procurator Fiscal at 
that time.

BREACH OF SOUTH ARRAN MARINE™NSERVATION ORDER 2015 

On4HBB02O17 an investigation into an apparent infringement has established that 
there has been a breach of The South Arran Marine Conservation Order 2015. This is 
specifically that on that day you deployed fishing gear within the boundary of the South 
Arran Marine Protected Area (MPA) as defined in Schedule 2 of The South Arran Marine 
Conservation Order 2015 and are therefore in breach of Article 4(2) of the aforementioned 
order. For clarity, Article 4(2) of The South Arran Marine Conversation Order states: 

“Prohibited and regulated activities 

4 . (2) A person must not deploy (by any means) or use any fishing gear within the 
protected area. 

(11) In this article — "fishing gear* means any beam trawl, demersal seine net, 
demersal trawl, dredge, any other device used for fishing purposes, and any rope or 
wire associated with the gear but excluding - 

(a) passive gear; 

(b) a pelagic trawl; 

(c) a rod and line; and 

(d) a handline;* 


In order to comply with the relevant regulatory requirements while fishing in EC waters you 
must not deploy any fishing gear as defined above within the area as defined in the South 
Arran Marine Conservation Order 2015. You can view a copy of the Order here:

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You have, on two previous occasions, been offered Fixed Penalty Notices to address 
similar su spected infring em ents and 1 also refer to your telephone conversation with my 
colleague^■|HH||£on 4m^HP2017. in our view your current fishing methods 
must be n^^BHcH^reveni you committing further incursions. If your current plotting 
equipment is not accurately reflecting either your position or that of the boundaries of and 
within the MPA and you are relying on this equipment to identify where you fish then you 
may wish to keep this in mind to avoid further infringements. It would also seem sensible to 
familiarise yourself fully with its use. 

I would also remind you, as discussed with that any further suspected 

infringements will be considered in the context^f this warning letter and the previous 
infringements. 

Although there is sufficient evidence to provide a realistic prospect of a conviction on this 
occasion the submission of a report to the Procurator Fiscal is not considered to be 
necessary in the public interest. However, 1 would encourage you to note the contents of 
this letter and take any necessary action to avoid future infringements. 

A record of this incident along with your personal details will be kept on file and 
should you commit a further analogous offence within a 2 year period from the date 
of this letter, a reference to this matter will be included in any report submitted to the 
Procurator Fiscal at that time. 
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
